Now itis to be noted 
that the rise of that dynasty began 
only with Frederick of Hohenzollern, 
Burgrave of Nuremburg, in the fif- 
teenth century, when the Emperor 
Sigismund conferred the Mark of 
Brandenburg upon the said Frederick 
in 1417. After the death of the Elector 
Frederick William in 1688, Prussia. 
became « kingdom, and Prussian mili- 
turism began to show itself, but the 
end of this was foreshown not « cen- 
tury later by an old poet, who in the 
year 1762 wrote thus: “The last Em- 
peror of Germany shall paralyzed 
in the arm, and will mount his horse 
on the~opposite side.”

Farming ought to 
have a big stimulus. There are only 
two ways of bringing up our output 
—to britig in trained farmers, or, to 
ecdwcate green sciticrs. The release of 
our own large armics and immigra- 
tion of British ex-soldiers will give 
us the raw material which ought to 
be turned to agricultural account. To 
provide training facilities on inviting 
conditions and terms is to attract 
thousands of men who. otherwise 
would drift about, settling in the 
cities and towns when and how they 
could, ‘The great obstacle to land 
settlement is ignorance of farm con- 
ditions—for farming is a technical 
trade, not a refuge for the failures of 
other occupations. By all means, the 
opening of the door to settlement, 
through training and settling facili- 
ties, ought to be as wide as possibic 
for returning and immigrating _ sol- 
diers.

Japan Has Suffered Least 
Submarine Warfare 

The modest white flag with the 
red sphere in the middle has for 
years been a familiar sight in~ this 
port, but since the outbreak of the 
war Vancouver harbor has seer twice 
as many Japanese ships as before. 

The-Japanese have been _ steadily 
increasing their shipping activity on 
the Pacific.. Before the -war the red 
dot flag was seldom seen outside the 
Pacific and Indian oceans, but now 
the Japanese are sending their ships 
into every sea in search of trade. The 
“Maru boats” now regularly visit the 
ports on the east coast of South 
America as well as the west coast 
ports. 

Of all the maritime nations Japan 

has suffered the least from the sub- 
marine warfare. The war opened up 
new trade opportunities for Japan, 
ara™ HOT STO WY in’ grasping 
them. Her ‘Shipbuilding industry na- 
turally expanded with the extension 
of her shipping trade. One hundred 
and thirty-two Japanese ships, with 
a gross tonnage ‘of 593,000, were 
built between August, 1914, and June, 
1916; at which date there were un- 
der construction thirty-five vessels 
of 132,401 tons. On July-1, 1916, Ja- 
pan had in the deep water and: coast- 
ing trades 1,151 steamships, with a 
tonnage of 1,856,877, and sailing ves- 
sels with a total measurement of 
544,605 tons and took fifth ~ place 
jamong the sea-trading countries, of 
ithe world. Her merchant marine has 
increased fifty per cent. in the last 
six years. In 1910 the gross tonnage 
of the steamers whose names . end 
| picturesquely in “Maru” was 1,224,000 
and the tonnage of Japanese. sailing 
ships was 300,796. 
i Of the Japanese merelhant-. ships 
launched since the wat began, about 
iforty per cent. were built in Japan- 
jese shipyards, and during 1917 these 
| yards will complete vessels amount- 
ling to 200,000 tons. 

Since the outbreak of the war the 
\profits of the Japanese shipping com- 
panies have been very large. - The 
Nippon Yusen aKisha, the most im- 
portant of these, made a profit of 
$15,000,000 during the first half year

According to a preliminary sum- 
mary recently issued by the census 
and statistics office, thetotal produc- 
tion of creamery butter in Alberta,

Alberta was the leading producer, 
with 8,521,784 pounds, compared with 
7,544,148 pounds the previous year. 
Manitoba came next with a_ produc- 
tion of 6,574,510 pounds, which was 
an increase of 334,843 pounds ‘over 
the output of 1915. Saskatchewan 
produced 4,310,669 pounds of cream-
